KINZUA UP FOR SALE 


The little community of Kinzua and all neighboring property, 


including Corydon, now has the problem of Seiling its land and 


buildings to the government so that the new dom can be construct­ 


ed. This suggests that many old landmarks soon will be removed or 


covered by water. 


This week we took a few pictures of the Kinzua area and wrote 
a short piece about its origin and a few of its early settlers. M ost

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Final Days Of Kenque 


(Bob Walsh) 


A Place of Many FishorFish-on- 
a-stick, 
whichever interpretation 
you wish to give the Indian word 
Kenque, soon may be at the bottom 
of a deep lake. The legend says that 
one group of Indians shagged an­ 
other party away from their fish 
dinner near Kinzua back in the days 
of mountain trails and canoes. The 
raiders ate their fill and called the 
place Kenque. 
One of the early settlers of that 
area, Philip Tome, wrote a book 
about his experiences in the wil­ 
derness, “ Pioneer Life or Thirty 
Years a Hunter'*. In the book he 
called it Kenzua. 
Tome was the first settler of 
Corydon. He resided in Kinzua about 
1816, and served as a hunter and 
interpreter. He died in 1855 and was 
buried with his wife in Corydon. 
Kinzua was officially organized as 
a township in 1821. 
In this deep valley through which 
the Indians roamed, hunted, set­ 
tled, and from which they made 
their raids into other territory, 
much legend and history twines to­ 
gether in many stories of the past. 
Aaron Burr is supposed to have 
stopped there about 1805, shortly 
after he killed Alexander Hamilton. 
He was on his way to the west where 
he thought he would create an em­ 
pire, but he needed help and is sup­ 
posed to have urged early valley 
residents, including the Morrisons, 
to join him. He camped on the 
Morrison island, but they resisted 
his offers, fed him, and sent him 
on his way. 
James Morrison, one of the many 
revolutionary soldiers who played 
a major role in settling this area, 
came to Warren in 1799. He made 
his home on an island near Kinzua 
in 1801. His descendants were lead­ 
ers in the milling business and the 
settling of the Kinzua valley. He 
died in 1839. 
Probably the biggest landowner 
in the Kinzua section during the 
early days (other than the Indians) 
was Smith Labree, the second, who 
came there in 1815. He owned most 
of the land which now comprises 
Kinzua, and he made his living 
lumbering and as a pilot. When he 
arrived there were only two small 
clearings besides a large one made 
by the Indians. There were no roads. 
Travel was by water or foot. Labree 
was bom in 1797 and lived until 
1860. In that span he saw the area 
become settled and prosperous. 
There are many early names in 
the history of Corydon and Kinzua, 
such as Enoch Gillam who built 
the first mill in Corydon, and Sim­ 
eon Marsh, the Revolutionary sol­ 
dier from New Jersey who died in 
Kinzua in 1825, 
These and many more are the 


white men who built the valley into 
a hustling lumbering center where 
rafts were made up for the long 
trips downstream. Later oil came 
into the valley and still offers a 
small flow from a few wells. Lum­ 
bering also continues but its income 
is a smattering compared with the 
virgin days. 
Those days of industry and civil­ 
ization would have been impossible 
without friendly Indians. At least 
they would have been much more 
costly and longer in coming. The 
peaceful existence near Indians who 
treasured their land was made pos­ 
sible by Chief Complanter. Because 
of his great influence and his willing­ 
ness to utilize it for the benefit of 
the new and struggling nation he was 
rewarded with tracts of land by 
Pennsylvania and his name has been 
honored and revered. 
The story of Chief Complanter is 
a saga in itself upon which we will 
not dwell in this limited account. 
And what of the future for these 
parts? It is wetl 
About the only safe landmark with 
the name Kinzua attached to it is 
comparatively new and is owned by 
a descendant of families who came 
to Kinzua in the late 19th century 
period. It is the Kinzua golf course, 
owned by Les Sheldon, whose grand­ 
father started the Sheldon Handle 
Company in 1881. 
Some of the lower holes will be 
submerged but it will be possible to 
extend the course up onto the ridge. 
It will be close to the new highway 
and in a perfect setting. Inasmuch 
as the future of the area is very 
much associated with recreation, it 
is fitting that a facility with the 
Kinzua name may prove one of the 
central attractions. 


On the east slope the national 
foresters will develop the area for 
campers, fishermen, boaters, pic­ 
nickers and others. The west slope 
is in the hands of private owners and 
unless a zoning plan is effected soon 
this can have a detrimental effect on 
the proper development of the lake 
land. 


The valley that spewed lumber to 
the world by way of its river and 
later sent oil down the stream is 
about to play a key part in the con­ 
trol and proper use of the Allegheny. 
In it will be constructed the dam 
that will tame the waters, cleanse 
them, protect lives and property, 
aid river transportation, and provide 
a recreational paradise. Unprece­ 
dented prosperity may result, and 
it will be of a much more lasting 
quality than that derived from lum­ 
ber and oil booms of the past. 


The hungry Indian who feasted off 
the repast left by his victims spoke 
wisely. His legendary description 
of this 
valley of Complanters, 
Tomes, and Labrees may come to 
fruition. Back of that dam you can 
trifly say will be A Place of Many 
Fish. From Kenque it came, and to 
Kenque it is about to return. 


Entering Kinzua*s business sec­ 
tion. 
At the right is the Kinzua 
Inn, then a street intersection, fol­ 
lowed in order by a restaurant, an 
Esso station, the post office, a 
home, and St. Luke's Episcopal 


church. 
Farther on, and out of 
the picture, 
are 
the Methodist 
church and the Hall hardware store, 
which appears to be the biggest 
store in town. 


Kinzua’s industry is not exten­ 
sive. 
Here, grouped together, are 
the Sheldon Handle Co. and the 


Sheldon-Wells Co. 
The Sheldons 
founded the original handle plant 
in 1888. 


This mill above Kinzua logs in 
the winter and saws in the sum­ 
mer. 
Seen here is no more than 
what is left after most of the sea­ 


son’s work has been shipped. 
It 
is owned by an Ohioan, Mr. B ar­ 
rett. 


THE 
NARROW BRIDGE which 
crosses Kinzua creek and has been 
the center of many controversies 
soon will be under rather than over 
water. At its left side is a foot 


bridge, and on the far side is a dirt 
road which turns right and takes you 
to the Kinzua golf course which will 
be partially eliminated by the Kinzua 
lake. 


KENQUE’S MEANING in one of its 
many versions appears on a sign 
north of the creek bridge. 


AN OLD ONE is this elementary 
school which has served Kinzua and 
its neighbors for many years. It 
still is in use, but soon will have no 
customers as families move from 
their flooded land and seek new 
homes. 
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FIRST TO GO. This is the first 
property to be bought by the govern­ 
ment in preparation for the con­ 
struction of the Kinzua dam, or 
whatever name it will be given. 
The home belongs to Wayne C. 
Grant, Jr., and Robinell Grant. 
It is located at the foot of the slope 
leading to the elbow where tourists 
have stopped for many years to view 
the valley and eventually will view 
a lake. Some of the early purchases 
are made to provide work space and 
to ease the movement of highways 
and utilities. 
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One of Kinzua’s quiet side streets 
with the Inn at the intersection. 


KINZUA PLAYED ITS PART and 
paid its share of the toll. Among the 
names are those of old families who 
stocked the area. 


At the left after you pass the 
main intersection you see this row 
of buildings in Kinzua. There are 
two homes then the Fred F, Bur­ 
rows Barber Shop, and the Wilcox 
Grocery.

Among the heaviest smokers in 
the world are the whites in South 
Africa. Yet their incidence of lung 
cancer is lower than the British. 


However, the increase of lung can­ 
cer in South Africa in the past ten 
years has been so rapid that the 
disease now is double what it was 


in 1949. In this same period indus­ 
trialization has made great strides 
in South Africa and the death rate 
from cancer is growing rapidly in 
the cities. 


British immigrants also have a 
higher rate of lung cancer, and this 
is believed to be due to the atmos­ 
phere of the cities from which they 
came. The deduction is that ciga­ 
rette smokers may have a high per­ 
centage of lung cancer, but they have 
an even higher rate if they constant­ 
ly breath polluted city air.

ARE YOU REPORTING? 
If you are a housewife with a 
helper you may be violating the law 
if you are not reporting your pay­ 
ments to the D irector of Internal 
Revenue. If a helper earns as little 
as $4 a week it is more than $50 
a quarter and must be reported. 
Reporting the social security pay­ 
ments is not difficult. A form is 
provided which is a part of an en­ 
velope. The housewife enters the 
worker’s 
name, 
social 
security 
number, and total cash earnings. 
She then puts a check or money o r ­ 
der in the pocket to cover the tax 
and mails it. The tax rate is 2-1/2 
per cent for the employee and 2- 
1/2 per cent for the employer. It 
will increase to 3 per cent on Ja n ­ 
uary I. 
If the help is employed by some­ 
one else it makes no difference. 
Anyone so employed should make 
sure this is being done because this 
is the only way they can establish 
retirement and other benefits for 
themselves and their dependents.

HISTORY 
The history of the Bear Lake 
C lass goes back to the year 1852 
when the name first appears in a 
list of appointments in what was 
then called the “ New York M is­ 
sion” . 
According to the dedication pro­ 
gram, on September 3, 1853, Wil­ 
liam Cadman was the m inister in 
charge. In September 1855 the Quar­ 
terly Conference met at Bear Lake 
and voted unanimously to change the • 
name from “ New York M ission” to 
“ Bear Lake C ircuit” . 
From 1852 until 1874 the members 
w'orshipped in the school house a 
m ile east of the present village. In 
1874 the new church was built on 
its present site and was dedicated 
in December by Bishop Edwards. 
The Rev. C. E. Dibble was ap­ 
pointed to the charge in 1917 and 
continued for three years. M inis­ 
ters serving the church in the years 
following were the Reverends F. D. 
Fuller, C. C. Grover, Mulvin, W. D. 
Fullom, Walter Black, A. L. Pang, 
Roger D. Morey, I. W. Barrett, F. 
Eugene Dcnelson, Byron Berry, H.F. 
Reagle, Cecil E. Ross, Harry An­ 
do rf, A. L. Pang (returned), Gerald 
M. Lundeen. 
The Rev. Burkett Smith, the pres­ 
ent pastor, came to the church in 
1957. In 1958 the building committee 
negotiated a 
trade with Truman 
Davis and the parsonage was ex­ 
changed for the present property. 
Plans were laid and in April of this 
year the remodeling of the church 
proper and the beginning of the new 
educational unit were started. The 
Youth Center on the opposite side of 
town was purchased in 1958 and 
opened for community and church 
use in 1959. 
This year the church was incorpo­ 
rated under the laws of the State of 
Pennsylvania.

John Hersey has an imposing list 
of books to his credit which have 
earned for him a foremost position 
among w riters of his generation. His 
first effort in 1943, “ Into the V a l­ 
ley,” 
was followed by the well- 
remembered “ Bell 
F o r Adano, 
1945 Pulitzer Prize-winner. Then 
came “ Hiroshim a", “ The W a ll", 
“ The Marmot D rive", " A Single 
Pebble", and now, his latest novel, 
“ The W ar L o ve r." 
"T h e W ar Lo ver” is a story of 
contrasts and conflicts! fear and 
courage, love and hate, m orality and 
im m orality. The author’s intention 
and underlying theme are surely 
m oral but the reader must grope be­ 
neath the surface narrative, too fre ­ 
quently offensive, to grasp the m es­ 


sage. 
The story’s locale is an American 
a ir base in England, the center of 
action is a bombing mission over the 
Continent. It is a war story, yes, but 
it also is something more. It is a 
story about love, not only the con­ 
ventional kind, but all kinds of love 
and what its absence or presence 
does to men, and what it means to 
be capable or incapable of love. 
Most of the world today longs for 
lasting peace but places in leaders 
and governments the responsibility 
for achieving it. M r. Hersey hints 
that the cause of war lies in indi­ 
vidual human beings. In developing 
his thesis, he uses as the central 
figure, the command pilot of a F ly ­ 
ing 
fortress, 
the war lover who 
"lo ve s fighting better than the things 
he’s fighting for.” In contrast is the 
narrator of the story, the war lover’s 
co -pilot who' ‘ fights fiercely when he 
has to, much as he hates it, because 
he loves what he’s fighting for more 


than him self.” 
The author’s style is a trifle cum­ 
bersome, as minute by minute, de­ 
tail 
by detail, 
he describes the 
events of a bombing raid lasting 
fifteen hours and thirty-nine min­ 
utes. The description doesn’t come 
all at once, but rather in install­ 
ments. Between accounts of the m is­ 
sion are inserted flashbacks which 
trace the entire tour from the time 
♦"he crew reaches England through 
* six and one-half months and twenty- 
four missions to the climax, the big 
raid. 
Each member of the bomber’s 
crew is examined for weaknesses 
and strengths, for the effect of war, 
but the main characters are Buzz 
M arrow, the war lover; the n arra­ 
tor and co-pilot, 
young Charles 
“ B o ” Bornan; and the English girl, 


Daphne. 
M arrow is thedonimant figure; he 
is also the object lesson. A flying 
genius, he is awarded the DFC but 
his 
arrogance and invulnerability 
are finally stripped away to reveal 
abject fear and a sensual love of 
killing. 
W e see Bornan first as a hero wo 
shipper of Buzz, possessing a vague 
sense of decency, gradually becom­ 
ing aware of the real nature of the 
war lover, learning to improvehim- 


self after coming to grips with vice, 
and more important, 
learning to 
enow himself. He sums it up in these 
words; “ M arrow in his inner climb 
toward death, I in my settling down 


toward life ." 
Bornan falls in love with Daphne 
and it is she who unmasks the war 
over and reveals his flaws. S h e 
teaches 
Bo about love and life, 
strength and courage. His new-found 
m aturity and insight bring h im 
through the final tragic minutes of 
the bombing raid climax. 
This story has little to do with 
sentiment or glory or heroism. M r. 
Hersey writes with great skill and 
anyone with W orld W ar II flying ex­ 
perience w ill undoubtedly be im- 


jressed by his reproduction of tech­ 


nical details and realistic proce­ 
dures. While there are passages of 
almost poetic beauty these are a l­ 
most obscured by the abundance of 
obscene words. Most of these are 
not 
spelled out, 
a weak gesture 
towards delicacy, but the profusion 
of dashes are unnecessary andtire- 


some. 
In spite of M r. H ersey’s acknow­ 
ledged stature as a contemporary 
novelist, it seems to us that he lost 
his way. Perhaps on one of those 
innumerable bombing missions. At 
any rate, he had a strong, a power­ 
ful, a moral theme to begin with but 
seemed only to pick it up once in 
awhile as an afterthought. 
Since flying and airplanes dom­ 
inate the more than four hundred 
pages of this book, we would sum it 
up in like language: it got off the 
ground but ran into heavy flak; sev­ 
eral parachutes failed to open, and 
it finally ditched in the sea. But the 
author survived and “ The W ar Lo v­ 
e r " is in its sixth week on the best­ 


seller list.

A moment later Rasky 
was deep in conversation in tile dele­ 
gates’ lounge with a Yugoslavian who 
made gentle fun of his relations with 
Russia.

“ We’re living with the problem— 
the Iron Curtain and the free w orld- 
right here. Yesterday we carried the 
concert from here. A few weeks ago 
we had the brother of the Dali Lama 
on making his television debut. 
“ This little program, off in a lit­ 
tle corner of television, receives 
much more world attention than any 
other. We had Foreign Minister 
Couve de M urville of France on in 
what seemed a very innocent inter­ 
view discussing the problem of A l­ 
geria. It ended causing quite a stir. 
All he said was, ‘We’re ready to 
negotiate with the FLM .' This was 
the first time this was said. We got 
calls immediately from Paris and 
now tile French aren’t speaking to 
me.” A few minutes later, a French­ 
man passed Rasky looking stiffly 
straight ahead. “ You see,” said 
Rasky, “ the French won‘t talk to 
me.” 


Mostly, the “ U. N. in Action” is 
live. Rasky does the show from the 
delegates’ lounge or from the cor­ 


ridors. “ The U. N .,” says Rasky— 
and I heartily agree—“ is the best 
TV studio anywhere on earth. Some­ 
times we tape a show to accomodate 
the delegates but mostly it’s live. 
The impact of live TV is incredible. 
I suppose it would be fun to do a 
program some day that made mon­ 
ey,” he said wistfully. “ But until 
then, it’s nice to do something you 
know is important. 
“ Aly Khan, who is the Pakistan 
delegate, came on the show a week 
or so ago—and was scared stiff. You 
see, it's not an interview program 
like ’Face the Nation.’ The in­ 
terviews are integrated in an at­ 
tempt to explain what the problems 
are. Aly Khan spoke about the for­ 
mer Baghdad pact, now c a l l e d 
CENTO, because Pakistan is one of 
the few Asian countries that votes 
for the U. S. Our program dealt 
with this pact and how it operates.”

The U. N. lounge is an electric 
meeting place, always full of inter­ 
esting and frightfully international 
faces. Rasky explained that U. N. 
delegates don’t have offices at the 
U. N. Their offices are scattered 
everywhere around New York ex­ 
cept in the U. N. (though eventually 
there’ll be a delegates’ office build­ 
ing there). “ That’s why the dele­ 
gates' lounge is so important. India 
can sit down with Pakistan or Russia 
with 
Yugoslavia 
without 
goi ng 
through the business of making over­ 
tures. A good deal of U. N. business 
is accomplished informally over 
drinks or lunch—things that would 
be awkward if one delegate had to 
call up another and make an appoint­ 
ment. That’s the real value of the 
U. N .— a meeting place. 
“ This place is going to get more 
important with the advent of space 


travel. The delegates have got to 
start thinking about such things as 
the contamination of the moon, about 
the sites for international launching 
pads, about the right of way in space 
--where else can such things be dis­ 
cussed except right here? 
“ Wouldn’t it be nice if ‘U. N. in 
Action’ got put in one of the time 
spots vacated by one of the quizzes? 
I do think there’s a trend that way. 
This year for the first time they’re 
carrying 
the documentaries like 
‘CBS Reports’ at night. So I think 
good things are going to happen.”

SCHOOL AND HOME CAN 
ENCOURAGE FREE READING 


“ A house without books is like a 
room without windows. No man has 
a right to bring up his children with­ 
out surrounding them with books if 
he has the means to buy them. The 
love of knowledge comes with read­ 
ing and grows upon it.” 
Horace Mann 


A broad survey of parental inter­ 
est in children’s reading showed 
that the greatest need felt by parents 
is for guidance in helping their 
children enjoy reading and in find­ 
ing the right books for home reading. 
This desire for help with children’s 
reading is the school’s opportunity 
to improve the free reading of chil­ 
dren. Free reading should be good 
reading. Teachers can talk with p ar­ 
ents about the importance of home 
reading and make suggestions for 
encouraging it. They can pass on to 
parents what research tells us about 
children’s reading interests and the 
literary qualities children like to 
find in their stories. They can help 
parents understand how good reading 
helps a child in all levels of his 
schooling and suggest the right kinds 
of books for children. 
Giving children a love of good 
reading and making books readily 
available for free reading are two 
of the most effective things th e 
school and the home can do to help 
children enjoy reading. 
Schools should set a definite time 
for free reading and provide the 
right kinds of m aterial. 
Parents can begin to build a child’s 
library early so that he associates 
enjoyable experiences with well­ 
loved books from his earliest years. 
Fam ilies should add to the home 
library 
regularly 
at 
birthdays, 
Christm as, and other occasions. 
Parents can read to andwith chil­ 
dren. Read to the younger children. 
Take turns reading with the older 
children. Help them over the hard 
words. Explain new words and con­ 
cepts and words with multiple mean­ 
ings. 
Teachers can interest children 
in learning about the authors of their 
favorite books. Watch for news items 
about authors, new books by them, 
and book-author luncheons. Check 
the community for any authors who 
may live there. 
Parents can help a child to keep 
his own library in some kind of o r­ 
ganized arrangement. For example, 
group together books of biography, 
fiction, or poetry. Make a simple de­ 
sign for a bookplate that a child can 
duplicate and use in his books. 
When a child’s classic is seen on 
television, teachers should suggest 
that children read the story in its 
original form. 
Books are the perfect gift for 
everyone, especially for children. 
Give books and recommend that oth­ 
ers give them. Ask your public li­ 
brary for lists of good books for 
children. 
Children are full of questions that 
can be answered by consulting ref­ 
erence materials. Children should 
get the habit of using reference 
materials in the home as well as at 


school. 
In an era when reading has so 
much competition for a child’s time, 
it is doubly important that the school 
and the home recognize the im por­ 
tance of reading and take an active 
role in improving children's free 
reading.

ARMS IN THE CARIBBEAN 
Except when the whole world is at 
war, there is never a shortage of 
armaments, and whoever is willing 
and able to pay the price can have 
about anything he wants. The State 
Department, nervous about events 
in the Caribbean, has been trying to 
shut off the supply of weapons to 
that area. It will have to try harder. 
The T rujillo regime in the Domini­ 
can ‘'Republic” has put itself in 
hock to the tune of $50 million 
(spent principally in Europe) for 
weapons. Fidel Castro is incensed 
because our State Department has 
interfered 
with his purchase of. 
British. Hunter jets for the Cuban 
air force. It is a safe bet that he 
will get his jets, somehow, some­ 
where. The channels for arms of all 
kinds are devious. Norway sold a 
h a I f-million-dollar 
shipment 
of 
American arm^, supplied for the de­ 
fense of the anti-Communist world.

At present it is reported that 
Spanish and Italian arms are reach­ 
ing the Caribbean, some on credit. 
In 
1959, 
the British 
sold about 
1,000,000 surplus small arms, the 
Italians some 500,000 Carcano c a r­ 
bines, and Sweden large stocks of 
Mauser carbines -- all to U. S. 
dealers. Surplus rifles are selling 
in this country for about $15, or 
less than one-fifth of a new Amer­ 
ican hunting rifle. The efforts of the 
State Department may be praise­ 
worthy, if belated, but it would be 
hazardous to wager on their success, 
especially as the NATO nations are 
among the chief purveyors of lethal 
merchandise, and the West Germans 
are only starting to get into big 
production. On the one hand, Wash­ 
ington encourages tile flow of arms; 
on the other, it seeks to divert it 
from dangerous areas. The task 
would be difficult even if we had a 
consistent policy; our vacillation 
makes it almost impossible'. P e r­ 
haps the best chance for success 
would lie in the creation of an in­ 
ternational 
a nm s-control agency, 
acting under the aegis of the U.N. 
and deriving its powers from an 
arms-control convention.
